LINCOLN, NE—In an attempt to unite opposing forces over the gun 
control issue Ralph Breather (D-Nebraska) has proposed the Breather Bill. 
The compromise solution adapts the idea of the Brady Bill’s waiting 
period by requiring the potential gun buyer to take a deep breath and count 
to ten before being allowed to purchase a firearm. Another precaution 
written into the Breather Bill mandates that anyone interested in buying a 
gun must provide a notorized petition of at least ten names of people that 
he/she has never threatened to shoot. 


Monument was “White Elephant” Gift 


NEW YORK, NY—Documents unearthed in Manhattan on Friday 
reveal that New York’s famous Statue of Liberty was actually a white 
elephant gift received at a party for rich, practical joking mayors from 
around the world in the late 1800s. ““Apparently, it wasn’t uncommon for 
mayors of that era to gather and exchange ridiculous looking monuments,” 
said Raymond Whitney, a professor of Large Statue Studies at Flushing 
Community College in New York. According to the documents, New 
York City Mayor Ian Roberts angrily opened the large box containing the 
statue after France snatched away the Eiffel Tower late in the game.

As part of my position as Elec- 
troshock Therapy Technician in 
the Office of Student Behavior 
Modification, I deal with students 
everyday who need help with prob- 
lems that can be quite severe. 
Young men, for example, who get 
stuck with mission calls to the US. 
Young women who are trying to 
overcome serious feminism temp- 
tations. Students troubled by a his- 
tory of voting Democratic in na- 
tional elections. Students with past 
involvement in unofficial publi- 
cations. I deal with a lot of loath- 
some people everyday, but after 
my treatments, they can easily be 
mistaken for any other BYU stu- 
dent. Except for the twitches. 

I congratulate this fine publi- 
cation for its recent attention to 
several of these problems and for 
giving me the opportunity to make 
students more aware of the ser- 
vices available in this office; we 
feel that we are one of the most 
under-utilized facilities on cam- 
pus.
